Fined for after-hours sales 

A PUB landlord who sold alcohol more than two hours after 
the time allowed by his license has been prosecuted by the 
Council. Umit Moroglu, licensee of the Marquis of 
Lansdowne in Stoke Newington Road, N1 6, pleaded guilty 
at Thames Magistrates Court on 27 May to selling alcohol 
beyond the hours permitted by his premise’s license. He 
was fined £201 5, with costs of £973. 

Moroglu had previously been warned by the Council, but 
when the licensing enforcement team visited the pub at 
1 .1 5am, they found alcohol was being served. The licence 
allows it to be sold until 1 1 pm. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“The landlord knew the law and chose to ignore it. This sort 
of behaviour is totally unacceptable, and those who choose 
to flout the law will be prosecuted. We will not turn a blind 
eye to this sort of negligent conduct and we demand the 
highest standards from our pubs. Landlords have to act 
responsibly and run their businesses in a legal manner.”

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Case study 

HACKNEY resident 
Michael Ladipo, 47, knows 
just how important it is to 
find help. Less than a year 
ago, following 14 years 
using crack cocaine, he 
found himself under 
arrest. At the police station 
he was visited by a drugs 
counsellor and he decided 
to get treatment. 

Now Michael is helping 
other drug users, working 
as a volunteer at the 
Blenheim CPD project 
where he also received his 
own treatment. He plans to 
qualify as a drugs worker 
himself, giving people in 
treatment the benefit of his 
experience. 

He sits on the DAAT’s 
service users’ forum. This 
gives people who have 
gone through treatment 
and reached a period of 
stability the chance to give 
something back -and 
ensures that services are 
in touch with clients’ 
needs. Forum members 
receive training and the 
latest recruits were 
presented with certificates 
at the DAAT annual 
conference. 

Michael said: “Don’t be 
scared. Nobody judges 
you. Just get help.”

Improving service for children 

A NEW online national directory that will allow people 
working with children to deliver a more co-ordinated 
service is due to be launched in Hackney in August. 
ContactPoint, which councils must implement under the 
Children Act, aims to allow users to find out who else is 
working with a child or young person, share information, 
avoid duplication and work as a team to improve services 
for young people. 

The directory will contain the child’s name, and contact 
details of the parents and carers, schools, GPs and any 
other services working with the child. However, information 
on some children will be hidden or shielded if certain 
criteria are met, such as if the child or families may be 
subject to increased harm. Requests for a record to be 
shielded can be made by practitioners, parents and carers.

and will be able to lead 
more independent lives. 

The transformation of 
adult social care (TRASC) 


programme is part of a 
national plan to change 
the way social services 
works. It is taking place in 
response to the fact that 
people are living longer, 
and asking for more 
control over their care. 

A new system called self- 
directed support has 
already been tested 
successfully by a number of 
people in the borough. It 
will be phased into current 
services from next year, 
and will mean that people 
can choose their own care

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CASE STUDY: Peter Hilton 


PETER suffered a stroke that left him wheelchair bound with 
speech and other mobility problems. His wife Janice cares 
for him full time. But since getting an individual budget 
through the Council’s pilot scheme their lives have changed 
for the better. 

“The individual budget has given us more freedom,” 
explains Janice. “Before we used to have different people 
from social care coming to the house all the time throughout 
the day, but now we set the time people come and it’s 
always the same few faces.” 

Janice has noticed that 
Peter is happier since he 
started getting an individual 
budget, something she puts 
down to flexibility and 
freedom. 

“Peter is more relaxed now 
and less confused. It pays 
for two nights every 
fortnight when he goes out 
and sees friends.” 

And as a full-time carer, the 
budget has helped Janice 
as well. “My life is better, as 
now I’m in control,” she says. “I set the times on everything 
for everybody so I can take a break in between, when I want. 
Now I can relax and do things I want to do more of the time - 
I’ve even painted my house. You get control of your life 
back.” 

Janice recommends individual budgets to other carers she 
meets: “I tell them about how it can help and how it is 
different to direct payments. I tell them that this is the start 
of changes in their life as well as the person they are caring 
for. I tell them every time - go for it - it’s very good.”

I DON’T have an ‘off 
button’, says Dr Hugh 
Montgomery, sea diver, 
sky diver, long-distance 
runner, high-altitude 
mountaineer, genetics 
researcher, writer, director 
of the Institute of Human 
Health Performance, and 
Professor of Intensive Care 
Medicine at University 
College London. 

This month, he is 
embarking on his latest 
adventure - a 135km run 
along the Pilgrim’s Way in 
northern Spain. He will be 
raising money for the Safe 
Hands For Mothers 
charity, which aims to 
reduce pregnancy-related 
deaths among women in 
developing countries. 

Most people walk the 
Pilgrim’s Way in five or six 
days, but Hugh will be 
attempting to complete the 
entire 90 miles - from 
Triacastela to the holy city 
of Santiago de Compostela 
- in just one day, a 
daunting prospect for 
anyone, even for him. 

Hugh says: “I used to do 
a lot of 100k races, but I 
was younger and a lot 
fitter, so it’s not going to be 
easy. But given the 
suffering that women 
around the world are 
going through, then the 
suffering I will experience 
on the day is going to be 


insignificant in 
comparison.” 

Now 46, Hugh has been 
getting into shape, running 
in Victoria Park and the 
Lea Valley estuary. He has 
been living near the park 
for nine years, and finds 
the location agrees with 
him from the point of view 
of work and leisure.

He says: “The area is 
‘green’ with good cycle 
routes. In an emergency I 
need to be at hospital in 
20 minutes, which I can 
easily do by bike from 
here. Also, it is possible to 
walk into town along the 
canal.” 

Pushing the human body 
to its physical limits has 
been a major focus of 
Hugh’s medical career. In 
2000, he made a major 
scientific breakthrough 
when he identified a gene 
responsible for fitness. 

He discovered one in 
four people are born with 
a genetic combination that 
enables them to respond 
better to training, 
although he says he does 
not have the gene himself. 



So what keeps him 
motivated? A combination 
of factors. “Firstly I like to 
push myself. Secondly if 
you are doing a long race 
or climbing a big 
mountain, you get to 
spend time with genuine, 
kind, enthusiastic and 
committed people and 
share their company. 
Thirdly, the aesthetic. 
Being in these places is 
immensely beautiful.” 

Interestingly, none of his 
physical feats factor 


among his greatest 
achievements, for he is 
most proud of his 
children’s novel, ‘The 
Voyage of the Arctic Tern’ 
a tale of treason, treachery 
and treasure on the high 
seas. 

So what next for the 
south Hackney resident? 
Locally, he is working with 
primary schools to engage 
them in environmental 
issues. He is also halfway 
through writing his next 
book. 


Hugh has thought about 
rowing across the Atlantic 
or swimming the English 
Channel, even though he 
finds the prospect 


swimming for hours on 
end ‘monumentally 
boring’. But you get the 
feeling he might just do it 
anyway.

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I was recently delayed by recycling collection 
lorries. Why do these vehicles block roads during 
busy periods, and is there anything that can be 
done to speed up collections? 






A: The Council apologises for any delays to other 
— d users caused by the collection 
of refuse and recycling in the 
borough. However, it has a legal 
obligation to provide these services 
and aims to do so as quickly as 
possible. Unfortunately, due to the 
stop-start nature of the work, and 
the size of the trucks, some 
inconvenience will be inevitable. 

( drivers know to pull over where 
possible, to allow other road users to pass. But where this is 
not possible, Health and Safety Executive guidance states that 
lorries should position themselves in the centre of the road to 
prevent other vehicles attempting to pass through small gaps, 
reducing the chance of injury to workers. 

Residents can help to speed collections up by putting their 
green box out by 7.30am on their collection day, and by 
grouping similar materials such as paper, glass bottles and 
jars; and tins and cans together.

A ROOFTOP at 
Frampton Park 
Estate, E9, is set to 
come alive with 
wildlife after being covered 
with a blanket of greenery. 

The top of Tradescant 
House has been 
transformed as part of 
Hackney Homes’ Decent 
Homes programme. 

It is now covered with a 
blanket of sedum, a plant 
similar to everyday grass, 
which will improve the 
building’s thermal 
performance. 


Cllr Sophie Linden, 
Cabinet Member for 
Sustainability said: “The 
roofs improve Hackney’s 
landscape, and the added 
insulation could help cut 
energy costs, can encourage 
wildlife and help our drive 
to make Hackney greener 
and cleaner.” 

Like most plants, sedum 
can also help reduce 


pollutants and dust 
particles in the air. An influx 
of birds is also expected 
once the plants have 
flowered. Ian Palmer, 
project surveyor for roofing 
waterproofer Bauder 
Limited, which funded the 
planting in partnership with 
Hackney Homes, said: 

“The sedum blanket retains 
40 per cent of rainfall

which slows down and 
reduces the levels of 
rainwater entering the 
drainage system to lessen 
the risk of flash flooding. 

“Another benefit is that, 
because the waterproofing 
itself is protected by the 
sedum blanket, the life 
expectancy of the roof is 
extended.” 

Once the roof coverings 
have settled, residents 
should expect white, pink 
and purple flowers 
blossoming during the 
summer. 


Look on 

STREET lighting in 
Hackney is set to get 
brighter and more energy- 
efficient as trials for new 
products begin. 

Using light emitting 
diodes (LEDs), will make 
footpaths brighter and aid 
safety after dark. Lanterns 
illuminated by LEDs burn 
for up to 100,000 hours, 
which could also 
significantly reduce annual 
maintenance costs.

Alleys and communal 
areas with low lighting 
have already been 
identified as the first sites 
that could benefit from the 
new technology. The latest 
trials follow smaller 
installations of LED street 
lighting in Homerton 
Terrace and Shoreditch 
Park. 

Five manufacturers of 
LEDs have been invited to 
supply equipment. The 


product that provides the 
best levels of lighting and 
most favourable feedback 
from residents is likely to 
be used in the long-term 
throughout the borough. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“We have been using LED 
lanterns to illuminate 
highway bollards and 
traffic signs in Hackney 
for a number of years and 


are keen to make use of 
new technology.

Change afoot at St Leonard’s 


NHS staff will be at Hoxton Market, N1 , on 1 3 June, to talk 
to residents about plans to give St Leonard’s Hospital a 
major makeover. 

The Kingsland Road hospital is about to undergo some big 
changes and local NHS organisations are seeking the views 
of people in the area about building plans for new health 
facilities. NHS staff will have a stall to give local people a 
first look at the plans, and listen to their feedback. 

One of the new buildings will be a primary care resource 
centre - a one-stop shop where people can access a range 
of health services. East London NHS Foundation Trust also 
hopes to provide a modern therapeutic environment for 
local people who need in-patient mental health care. It is 
hoped that six wards will be developed at St Leonard’s, 
housing 115 beds.

m FTER the 
II execution of 

Colonel John Okey 
1662, little is 

known about who lived at 
Barber’s Barn until 1715. 

It was purchased from a 
widow called Katherine 
Clark by John Lewis, 
‘citizen and grocer’ of the 
parish of St Sepulchre, 
Newgate. 

We know from parish 
rate books, now held at the 
Archives, that as well as the 
house itself the property 
had an acre and a half of 
grounds. 

In 1731 Lewis leased the 
house to Gabriel Lopez 
Dias, also known as 
Pinheiro, also known as 
Pedro Forte. 

Dias was a shadowy 
character, a Jewish % , 

refugee who had 
fled from the 
Inquisition in 
Portugal and 
was alleged 
to owe a large 
sum to the 


Portuguese crown. He 
continued to trade with his 
homeland and exported 
diamonds to Vienna. He 
also acted as attorney in 
London for the 
Portuguese 
Marquis of 
Govia, in 
what 


appears to 
be a breach 
of contract by 
the aristocrat over 
the sale of slaves. 

Dias only stayed at 
Barber’s Barn for a few 
years, after which the house 
remained vacant until the 
late 1730s. The next tenant 
was the Quaker pharmacist 
Silvanus Bevan who 
remained at Barber’s Barn 
until his death in 1765 
when his brother Timothy 
moved in. 

The Bevan family holds 
an important place in 
London business history. In 
1715 Silvanus founded a 
drug manufacturing 
shop in Plough 
Court, off Lombard 
Street, which 
eventually became 
part of the modern 
multinational 


pharmaceutical company 
Glaxo Smith Kline. 

Timothy Bevan died in 
1786 after which J ohn 
Vo well, director of the 
Humane Society, took up 
residency at Barber’s 
Barn but he soon 
departed after the 
death of his daughter. 
The freehold had 
remained with the 
Lewis family, passing 
from John to his daughters 
Elizabeth and Susannah. 

In 1792 Susannah 
Campbell, now widowed, 
sold the freehold to her 
neighbour, the 
horticulturalist Conrad 
Loddiges, who eventually 
demolished the old 
house to make way for a 
smart new family 
home. 

Quite when 
Barber’s Barn 
disappeared is 
not clear — it may 
have survived into the 


early 1 820s — but one 
small mystery regarding its 
final years has recently been 
solved. A watercolour 
dating from around 1800, 
includes a sign identifying it 
as ‘Mr Worsley’s school’. 

No trace of Mr Worsley 
or his school had been 
found until Isobel Watson, 
chair of the Friends of 
Hackney Archives, noticed 
a line in the registers of the 
Sun Fire Office recording 
that in 1803 Loddiges 
insured property including 
a ‘house in Mare Street 
Hackney in tenure of 
schoolmaster, £400’. 

There were many such 
small schools in Hackney at 
the time, and Loddiges 
appears to have been 

cashing in on the 
trend before he 
demolished the 
now aged and 
unfashionable 
16th century Barber’s 
Barn.

Top spot for sustainable travellers 


HACKNEY has achieved 
further recognition as the 
London borough that 
employs the most 
‘sustainable transport’. 

This means people travel 
in a way that makes a 
positive contribution to the 
environment - using public 
transport, cycling or 
walking. The London 
Travel Demand Survey, 


carried out by Transport 
for London (TfL) 
randomly selects 8,000 
households in the capital 
each year to give an 
indication of how 
Londoners travel. 

Results this year indicate 
that Hackney remains a 
top performer in the use of 
public transport, walking 
and cycling. 


More work travel trips 
were taken by bicycle than 
any other London borough 
and there are more women 
cyclists here than men - the 
reverse of other areas.

London Fields is just the ticket 

PASSENGER numbers at 
London Fields Station 
have soared by 27 per 
cent over the past year, 
figures reveal. 

It is thought the growth 
in numbers is a results 
of improvements in train 
frequency and reliability 
in recent years, along 
with the introduction of 
Oyster card readers. 

The current daily user 
figure is 2,066, 
compared to 1 ,625 in 
2008. 

Evening peak numbers increased by 32 per cent, from 567 
in 2008 to 747 currently. 

Train operator National Express has recently delivered a 
service that is more than 90 per cent reliable, and has also 
improved its internal information systems at the station, so 
staff can receive updates more quickly when there are 
delays or other operating problems. 

The Council now monitors cameras at London Fields 
Station and a Safer Travel Team is based at Hackney 
Downs Station with police and security staff now operating 
in teams.

Drink aware 

THERE is still time to give 
your views on tackling 
alcohol related anti-social 
behaviour in and around 
Hoxton. 

Residents and businesses 
have expressed concerns 
about anti-social behaviour 
in Hoxton Street and 
outside St. Monica’s 
Primary School.

T HE Homeshare 
Daycare scheme 
allows people who 
are carers time to 
take a break from their 
caring role, to take time out 
for themselves. 

A carer is someone who 
provides unpaid help and 
support to a relative or 
friend who could not 
manage without their help. 
If they are studying, need to 
visit the doctor or dentist, 
or just want time out to 
socialise from time to time, 
they can call on the service. 

Volunteers take the 
person who is being cared 
for into their own home 
and look after them while
